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CONSOLIDATING THE POSITION 

The Japanese have set up a govern- 
ment in Manchuria, with a governor of 
their own choosing. That should make 
clear to the world that the Manchurian 
disagreement has been settled, and how. 
Manchuria, it is explained in the des- 
patches, thus takes its place as an “auton- 
omous” state, a term which may be inter- 
preted according to hopes, preferences or 
prejudices, but which in effect means Jap- 
anese control, 

The new governor cannot maintain 
himself and enforce his authority in his 
bandit-infested domain. The Japanese, 
having named him and invested him with 
governing power, are bound to maintain 
him and to make his power real. The new 
government will, adopting the familiar fig- 
ure, be upheld on the points of Japanese 
bayonets, and therefore subject to Japan- 
ese direction. Manchuria, in other words, 
is and is to be a Japanese protectorate. 


A LOCAL DEMONSTRATION 


The street railway department has 
placed an order with an English firm for 
the steel rails and other material required 
for the construction work of the coming 
year. On an order totalling little more 
than $25,000, the English tender was $3,- 
000 lower than the lowest bid from a Unit- 
ed States firm. 

The English firm was able to make this 
low bid because Britain went off the gold 
basis, and thereby reduced production 
costs to a level the United States firms 
could not rival. This gives to Edmonton 
people a close-up view of the trade advant- 
age that is enjoyed by an exporting coun- 
try in doing business with depreciated cur- 
rency, 

If Canada could gain a similar advant- 
age abroad through quitting the gold basis, 
the benefits to our wheat growers and 
other producers would go a long way to 
off-set the added premium that would have 
to be paid in liquidating Canadian public 
securities in New York, 


A 70 PER CENT QUOTA? 

Premier Bennett makes the gratifying 
announcement that the proposed “quota” 
which dominion wheat growers may be 
given in the markets of Great Britain is 
70 per cent of the total requirements, not 
55 per cent as generally understood, Can- 
ada’s share of the 70 per cent would 
amount to some 130,000,000 bushels, on 
the basis of Britain's present wheat con- 
sumption. 

That a guaranteed market for that 
amount of Canadian wheat per year 
would be a most substantial advantage to 
the Canadian grower goes without saying. 
The quota is in fact so large as to raise 
doubts that the scheme is practicable. The 
British consumer would be much more 
likely to concede a quota of 55 per cent 
than to make himself dependent to the ex- 
tent of 70 per cent upon the dominions, for 
his imports of this vital commodity. While 
it is to be hoped the bargain will go 
through on the 70 per cent basis, no great 
disappointment may be felt if the figure 
has to be cut down, 


WHAT AMALGAMATION MEANS 

Mr. Priestley, vice-president of the U. 
F. A., suggested to the investigating ¢om- 
mission at Calgary that the two transcon- 
tinental railway systems be amalgamated 
and placed under Government operation, 
The proposal, he stated, was advanced be- 
cause amalgamation under private control 
would create a monopoly for which the 
publie would not stand. That amalgama- 
tion is in contemplation, or in prospect, 

8 to have been taken for granted in 
and presenting the proposal. 

That is a matter in which the people of 
Edmonton and other centres on the Na- 
t il system, and of the whole territory 

ved by that system, should take instant 
and lively interest. So far as the process 
of eliminating active competition between 
the two railways has gone, it has been to 
the very distinct disadvantage of these 
centres and this territory. There is now 
one through train per day running on the 
National main line, with only a “mixed” 
train service from Jasper to Prince Ru- 
pert; while two through trains run daily 
on the C. P. R. And for some reason the 
new time-tables are so drawn that trains 
on the branch lines of the National system 
in the three prairie provinces do not make 
good connections with the main Jine trains 

These reductions and changes in ser- 
vice mean that the National is losing 
through passenger business, and that the 


centres on that system are losing business 
they hitherto enjoyed and are entitled to 
enjoy from traffic brought to the main 
line from the branches. If that is the kind 
of results that are to be looked for from 
the elimination of railway competition, the 
farther the process is carried the worse 
for Edmonton and the centres and terri- 
tory which depend mainly upon the Na- 
tional Railways for service. 

Amalgamation would be the ultimate 
step in the process of abolishing competi- 
tion, and the ultimate step also in depriv- 
ing Edmonton and other National centres 
of the benefits that have come to them 
through the operation of that system as 
an efficient and progressive transporta- 
tion agency. If these centres want to be 
isolated from the populous and productive 
half of prairie Canada that is properly 
tributary to them, what has already oc- 
curred is a pretty good indication that the 
absorption of the National in an amalga- 
mation scheme is the way to bring that 
about. 


A DOUBLE-BARRELED PUZZLE 


Whatever others may do, Premier 
Hertzog says, South Africa will remain on 
the gold basis. This lends interest to a 
recent and seemingly authentie report that 
that Dominion was to borrow fifty million 
dollars in London to keep itself from slip- 
ping off the basis. If there is one country 
which might be supposed to find it easy 
to maintain the gold standard it is South 
Africa, the largest producer of gold in the 
world, 

Apparently digging gold out of the 
ground does not guarantee national finan- 
cial stability, any more than collecting gold 
from other countries guarantees the main- 
tenance of a gold standard for domestic 
currency. The United States, with half 
the world’s gold supply lying in the vaults, 
is doing business with silver certificates in- 
stead of gold-backed dollars. 

With South Africa borrowing money 
in goldless London to keep itself on the 
gold basis, and the people of the United 
States using silver certificates worth 28 
cents each as “dollars,” the money ques- 
tion seems to be getting itself into some 
complications that are as absurd as they 
are mysterious. : ;

Motor vehicle licenses issued by the 
provincial secretary's branch of the 
provincial government during 1931 to 
date, totalled 93,295, according to 
figures released by the department on 
Friday, This represents a decrease 
of 6840 over the total of 1930, which 
was 100,135, going above the 100000 
mark for the first time in the prov-

What goes to meke up a good goal 


keeper? Having talked with several 
leading twine cvardians, I should 
say that the consensus would be 
utter fearlessness, a clear eye and an 
extraordinary combination of men- 
tal and physical agility, But as in all 
trades there are a few tricks in good 
goal keeping, which every ambitious 
youngster in attempting to fill the 
position ought to follow. 1 have il- 
lustrated one above, It is quite easy 
to understand why a goal keeper 
should face the play at all times. 
Were he not to do so on a corner 
shot, an accurate puck shooter ts 
given a real opportunity to pick the 
corner of the net. By the goal- 
keeper swinging out at right angles 
to the line of fire, he protects this 
otherwise unguarded corner, By the 
way, in speaking of goal keepers, it 
occurs to me to remark on the ap- 
parently small number who are left- 
handed stick carriers, It would be 
interesting to get some information 
or names of the latter, and size 
them up with those who carry their 
sticks on the right side.
